WAS COLLECTOR OF ANTIQUES 


Jabez Smith, Civil 
War 
veteran 
and a well known resident of 
this 
city, died 
yesterday 
afternoon at 
four o’clock ai his late residence, 
335 West Third street, following an 
illness of a complication and senil­ 
ity, being in his 83 ear ai the time 
of his death. 
“Uncle Jabe”, as he 'was common­ 
ly known, came here from Decatur 
county in his early manhood, and re­ 
sided in Rushvilie practically all of 
his life.
